"A window of one of owr 
vehicles was broken,” revealed a 


spokesman for Jeffiways and 
Pilot Coaches Ltd., of 
Wycombe. 


After hearing that Hendon 
followers might have been re- 
sponsible, Hendon Secretary 
Harry Cartwright said, if true, 
then it is a disgraceful state of 
affairs. 

Such incidents must be 
stamped out, even if it means 
having stewards policing the car 
park. And the culprits, if 
caught, would be severely dealt 
with. 

The aHegations were a_ dis- 
turbing: end to a magnificent 
match in which Wycombe dis- 
played the skill, finishing power 
and courage—the hall mark of 
champions. 


Tragic loss 


They survived the tragic loss 
of goalkeeper John Maskell 
with a broken finger, and were 
still on terms at the end of the 
first half, despite playing most 
of the time with only 10 men. 

Maskell damaped the little 
finger of his left hand in the 
opening minutes. 

There was an appeal for a 
doctor, who, after a brief 
inspection on the pitch, ordered 
the goalkeeper to hospital for 
a further examination. 

Bernie Bremer took over in 
goal and Wycombe manager 
Brian Lee, hoping it was only 
a dislocation, resisted the 
temptation of ‘sending on sub- 
stitute Geoff Anthony until it 
was confirmed at half time that 
Maskell had broken the finger. 

Though with only. 10 men, 
Wycombe took a shock 36th-

minute lead. A terrible pass 
back by Newton Ashman was 
snapped up by Tony Horseman, 
who beat Jobn Swannell from 
an acute angle for his 45th 
goal of the season. 

Ashman partly atoned for his 
boob by equalising two minutes 
before the end of the action- 
packed half, in which an ugly 
scuffle between Hendon’s Johny 
Baker and Ted Powell resulted 
in the Wycombe skipper being 
kicked in the face.
